Aquarium Plants require from 3 to 5 hours of sunlight each day or the equivalent in gtroug 
aiectric Light in which the light bulb is placed directly over the surface of the aquarium 
water. Plants kept without some sunlight or direct artificial light usually deteriorate. 


Sunshine is also necessary for the good health of fish. Some varieties contract the disease 
known as “Rickets* because of the lack of sunlight.
